Copies of the proposed constitution were passed out to the 
residence houses on Wednesday, January 25, and discussion 
will be held, so that Stevensonians will have a chance to read 
and discuss that constitution before a vote is taken, 

The constitution meeting of February 1 will be chaired by 
Art Torres, chairman of the Interim Student Council, and 
Raymond Nichols, professor of government , Will act as pare 


liamentarian for the meeting. 


All Stevensonians are urged to come and participate in the 


discussion and vote. 


Major Points of 


the Constitution 


I. The primary executive 
and legislative power shall 
be vested in a College Coun- 
cil whose members shall be 
elected by living units. One 
student shall be elected from 
each of the eight Houses, one 
from each trailer cluster, and 
students elected proportion- 
ately, at large, by the non- 
resident students, 


A. These thirteen students 
shall be elected on the fourth 
Monday of the Fall Quarter, 
They shall serve for one year. 


2. A Chairman shall be el- 
ected by the members of this 
Council from among them- 
selves. He shall be elected 
at the second council meet- 
ing and shall serve for one 
year. 


D. The Council at any time 
during the year may bring 
matters ef policy or legis- 
lation before the Assembly, 
that Assembly to be comp8sed 
of the members of the col- 
lege, for discussion and/or for 
a vote. 


fl. There shall be a Student 
Conduct Council which shall 
advise the Provost on mat- 
ters warranting serious sanc- 
tions. 


A. The council shall consist 
of a panel of six students ap- 
pointed by unanimous consent 
of a committee composed of 
the Provost, the Senior Pre- 
ceptor, the Chairman of the 


College Council, and the im- 
mediate past chairman of the 
Student Conduct Council. 


C,. Three or more members 
of the council shall be cho- 
sen by the Provost to hear a 
disciplinary matter should 
such a hearing be requested 
by the Provost, the Senior 
Preceptor, or the student(s) 
involved in the violation.

Let uS=hope that Monday’s rally did not only express student 
co:: ern over the firing of Clark Kerr and the choosing of his 
suceessar. Let us hope that, in addition, it marked the begin- 
ning of « naw phase of interest and activity on the part of the 
stacvents, AS one Rally speaker put it, ‘‘Letral:ies and activities 
lixe this become the rule at Santa Cruz, not the exception.”’ 


A Note of Caution 


The Constitutions for the student governments of Cowell and 
Stevenson Colleges will be presented for consideration next 
wetk. The proposals. that are being made are ideal. They 
have been conceived in abstract and it is possible that their 
practical applica.rions and limitations have not been fully 
realived, 

Indeed, one wonders if large numbers of people in the 
government are an answer to bureaucracy or whether sim- 
plicity is best served by departmentalized committees, Per- 
haps the advantage of involving more students outweighs these 
provie:rns, But it has been suggested that few students really 
waiit to become involved. 

The proposals call for about 40 students in each coilege to 
assume posit').s of responsibility, The PRESS wonders if 
it wil. be possible to find that many people who are both will- 
inz and able to serve. The experience of the past year anda 
half would indicate that it is not. It does seem possible 
that these proposals might establish permanent committees 
that sy ia remain permanently empty. 

The PRESS urges that these proposals be given careful 
thought in the light of practicality and reality. If student 
governments are to accomplish anything, they must be more 
than ideal.

I received a letter the other 
day from a friend of mine at 
big brother campus ,Berkeley. 
It said at one point in rela- 
tion to the current contro- 
versy over the University, 
“Why don’t Santa Cruz do 
something for a change? 
Ain’t you got no interested 
pecple there?’ 

No matter what kind of a 
reflection this is on the edu- 
cation a student receives at 
Berkeley (let’s not jump to 
conclusions--perhaps it just 
has a weak English depart- 
ment), the idea was an im- 
portant one, It is something 
this paper has been harping 
on for a long time--too long, 
in my opinion. 

But this week, my friends, 
I feel that we can all con- 
fidently write replies to our 
Berkeley friends. For this 
week Santa Cruz conducted it- 
self beautifully--not in an 
exemplary fashion, as a dog- 
trainer would say about his 
trainees ,but beautifully,which 
is the right word. 

On Monday, we can write 
in our letters, we had a rally, 
a demonstration of opinion. 
For those who were there, 
approximately 900 of the 1300 
on campus, this was a sign 
that people at Santa Cruz do 
care. And whether it did any 
good or influenced the Regents 
is not the important thing. 
The important thing is that we 
stood up and were counted. 
We can only ‘hope now that 
more people will follow our 
lead and that the cumulative 
effect will definitely influei.ce 
decisions and ‘‘do some 
good,”’ 

Of course, the idea of stu- 
dent protest did not originate 
here. Berkeley was the lead- 
er. But Santa Cruz did not 
copy Berkeley’s methods by 
any means. Largely because 
of the effective planning of 
Chairman Alex Bloom and 
the rest of the rally commit- 
tee, our voice was heard by 
the outsiders, the reporters,

(few as they were) as one of 
rational and = constructive 
thought. 

There were eight speak- 
ers--five faculty members 
and three’ students--and I 
came away with the feel- 
ing that these, our leaders, 
were human beings who knew 
what they were doing and why. 
They were not dogmatic or 
screaming. Nor were they 
pulling punches 

This is effective protest. 
Look and listen, we said to 
the Regents and public, and 
then think about it, and then 
decide whether we are right. 

We conducted ourselves as 
sane humans should and we 
hope we set a precedent for 
future action not only at Santa 
Cruz but elsewhere as well. 

And I think our form of 
protest will win out. Already 
it has taken hold in the form 
of thirty students who sat in 
the Cowell plaza for one hour 
on Wednesday afternoon in si- 
lent vigil. They sat in the 
crisp, clear air and medi- 
tated in an ‘attempt to clari- 
fy their thoughts. Then they 
all stood up, sHook hands with 


their nearest neighbor, and 
went back to their normal 
business.” 


The vigil, organized by Bruce 
Runyan and Don Smith, will 
take place each Wednesday at 
12:30 in the Cowel! plaza. It 
is, in effect, a prctest against 
the war in Vietnam, but each 
person may find a different 
purpose in setting aside that 
hour each week for thoughts. 
Said Bruce, ‘‘I hope to con- 
front myself and others with 
the fact that we all must try 
ever harder to live in fear- 
les and self-giving love and 
understanding in all aspects 
of life if we are ever to leave 
war and hatred andturn toward 
peace. Others have other rea- 
sons for vigiling, but the power 
of loving and united silence 
cannot help but be strong.’’
